MANCHESTER WEEKLY 
MARKET REPORT. 


Messrs. James F. Hutton & Co, 
Ltd, Manchester, report on. Nov- 
ember 23:— ; 

Cotton. ‘fluctuations this week 
have left values very much where 
they were and there has been little 
new to alter the outlook, Tho offi- 
ejal United States Government gin- 
ning figures of 10,899,000 bales 
ginned to November 14 were rather 


lower than expected and prices ad-|. 


vanced in consequence, but again it 
was the sensitiveness of the market 
that caused the advance and not 
so much that any advance was real. 


‘lly’ warranted. These figures do 


perhaps point to a’ rather amaller 
crop than estimated by the Bureau 
especially as it is generally reported 
that very little cotton remains to be 
picked, but with conditions as they 
are at present there does not seem 
much likelihood of any appreciable 
advance’. in raw material: values, 
nor any reason for expecting a big- 
drop in the final crop figures. In 
Manchester there . is very much 
more enquiry being dealt with, but 
offers for the most part are atill 
far too low. India contributes 
moat of the attempt at business and 
quite a fair amount of light bleach- 
Ing goods especially for Calcytta 
have found their way onto the 
order books. Dhooties have not 
been so successful but here and 
there some ‘few lines have been 
done. Singapore is also reported 
as' having bought some of their 
running lines in greys and whites, 
but the adjacent markets still hold 
off awaiting no doubt some im- 
provement in local demand.. In- 
terest. still continues here as to 
what spinners can go down to for 
their yarns, and it seems that prac- 
tically the bottom has been reached, 
for it can be said that they have 
been well tested and tempted dur- 
ing the past. few:days, Manufac- 
turers are also in the same. posi. 
tion, and there’ are now several 
‘mills closing down as they will be 


losing less money by stopping for 


the present than by continuing to 
take the prices.which they have 
been doing for the past month. 
This clearly shows the position and 
it is quite certain:that it will not 
require any very considerable de- 
mand for cloth. to put prices up 
quite appreciably. It is interesting 
to note. that there has been more 
enquiry from China although the 
auctions this week have not yield- 
ed as satisfactory prices as those 
which have been ruling for the 
past few, weeks, :

“BUY LOCALLY.” 


AGITATION BY PHILIPPINE

The Philippine-Chamber of Com- 
merce has filed’a petition with the 
department of commerce urging the 
government to limit its purchases 
locally and abolish its purchasing 
agency in New York. i 

The petition states’ that the pre- 
sent system works to the disadvan- 
tage of local merchants. People 
doing business locally pay taxes for 
this business‘and It is but right 
that they be given a chance to sup-

NOT TAXABLE ON 
PHILIPPINES, 


RULED THE 


an Income taxes cannot be levied 


tipon stock dividends because such 
dividends do not represent a distri- 


{bution of the capital of a corpora- 


tion but merely represent a capital- 
isation of the income of the cor- 
poration and cannot be considered 
an income of the individual stock- 
holders, the . Supreme Court, 
Manila, has ruled in a decision 
granting the recovery of P1,805 by 
Warner, ‘Barnes and Company, Ltd. 
from the Insulay Collector, of In- 
ternal Revenue. : ‘ 


The amount allowed to be re- 
covered by Warner, Barnes and 
Company, Ltd. represented the tax 
levied in 1928 on the Income of the 
corporation by virtue of the in- 
clusion of the sum of P43,000 in the 
income of the company. The ‘sum 
of P43,000, represented ‘by. certifi- 
cate of stock, was received from the 
Central Azucarora de La Carlota of 
which the complainants were share- 
holders.’ 

The Supreme Court also render- 
ed judgment in favour of J. M. 
Menzi.in his case agairist Juan 
Posadas, Jr., Collector, of Internal 
Revenue, The facts of the case 
are similar to those of Warner, 
Harnes and Company. The high 
tribunal allowed J. M. Menzi to re- 
cover the sum of P637.87 which re- 
presents taxes levied on income 
paid under protest. :

In laying down tho principles of 
law involved in the two cases, the 
Supreme Court held that: - 

“Stock dividends do not represent 
a distribution ¢ the capital.of. the 
corporation. They simply’ repre- 
sent a capitalisation of the income 
of the corporation and cannot be 
considered aa an ‘income of .the 
individual stockholder, Property 
represented by the stock:dividend is 
not the property of the Individual 
stockholder until it is separated 
from the capital of the corporation, 
Property of a corporation is not the 
property of the individual stock- 
holder until a separation has taken 
place. A corporation may be taxed 

for such an increasa in ita capital, 
but the stockholder cannot be‘ tax- 
ed until ao separation takes place. 
The income of the individual stock- 
holder cannot be considered the in- 
come of the individual stockholder 
until a separation | or distribution 
takes place. = 

“If stock dividends ‘are capital’ 
and not income, then the law 
‘which provides for a tax upon in-| 
comes cannot apply to stock . divi- 
dends. In determining what con- 
stitutes ‘income’ substance rather 
than form muat be-given control- 
ling weight.” ‘

25,000 PEOPLE'HOMELESS AT 
_ PASAY. 


P.1,000,000-LOss. 


. ’- Manila, Dec. 22. 
Twenty-five hundred persons were, 
left homeless and practically desti- 
tute as tho result ‘ of yesterday's 
blaze in the nipa district of Pasay, 
according. to ‘estimates made late 
last night by Constabulary and 
Pasay police, Seven hundred 
homes were destroyed within the

Exchange Company in Shanghai re- 
cently advised its branch in Manila 
to suspend payment of two drafts 
made in favour of Lim Hok, Chin- 
ese companion of Yee Ah Hee, atep-| 
father of Alfredo Dolores, who has 
figured prominently in tha Bank of 
P. I. forgery, Payment of the 
drafta in Shanghai also will be aus- 
ponded. The’ request ‘was made by 
the secret service through the man- 
ager of the Manila office, following 
the' discovery of the two drafts in 
Hok’s possession shortly’ before 
they sailed for Shanghai on Decem- 
ber 11 aboard, the ‘President 
Pierce.” The drafts were retained 
by the secret service. | 

The action of the secret service 
was prompted by the belief that the 
amount represented in the draft 
was a part of the P200,001 fraud- 
ulently drawn from the Bank of the 
Philippine Islands by employes of 
the San Carlos Milling Company. 
Chief John Nevins is’ understood to 
have ‘in his” possession . the two 
drafts. Both Hee and Hok denied 
the ownership of the amount repre- 
sented by the drafts, Hok stating 
in his affidavit signed before Chief 
Nevins’ men that the money + be- 
longed to Hee. It was agreed, ac- 
cording to him, that upon reaching 
Shanghai, the amount - represented 
on the drafts would be turned over 
to Mee. The latter, on the other 
hand, denied having. any money, 
and told the sleuths that his trans- 
portation expenses: were footed by 
General Halatead Dorey, former 
assistant to the late Governor Gen- 
eral Wood, and employer of Hee.

There is a multitadd of manifest- 
ing -evidences pointing to Spain’s 
“industrial and, cultural “renafs- 
sance," Mr. Moore sald, predicting 
that Spain might be expected to re- 
capture in one or two decades a’ 
large degree of her erstwhile glory. 

“Commercially, Spain has — pro- 
gressed in the last five years more 
than any other European’ nation, + 
Germany excepted,” he said. “The 
country is. vibrating with o new 
perspective and .thle spirit por-: 
vades her current art'as well as her 
industry. as 

“Spanish manufactures are in- 
creasingly in demand, while her: 
art, literature, drama and music 
are. becoming ‘an international 
vogue. ’ 

“However, one factor which is 
handicapping Spain in her march 
towards an inevitable . rensissance 
is Madrid’s reluctance to’ permit 
enterprises, sponsored by’ foreign 
capital, Spain might well look to , 
the experience of young nations 
for an object lesson in this re- 
spect. - ; f : 

“The United States, when they 
were very young, borrowed money 
from England to launch many en- 
terprises,' Eventually, our citizens. 
paid this money back, and at no 
time were our early citizens in 
danger of losing their birth-right 
to the London financiers who ad- 
vanced these funds. .

Americas, and this feeling ‘is. of .” 
a more sincere.and human quality, 
than that borne by other Latins 
races towards‘ the nations of the 
Western Hemisphere. : ; 
“That feeling, growing stronger 
with every year, will lead ultimate- 
ly to Spain’s engagement ‘in many 
commercial’ and social enterprises - 
initiated, by nations. of North . and

DETAILS OF_SUBMARINE 
DISASTER. ‘ 


Provincetown, .Mass., Dec, 18. 

In apite of failure of efforts to 
raise the U.S. submarine S4, sunk 
through collision yesterday» with the 
destroyer “Paulding,” naval au. 
thoritics here were still hopeful to- 
day that at least a portion of the 
ship mlght still be watertight.

ASSET. 


CRAZE FOR SPEED. 


Aston Villa have o 60. yarda , 


sprinting track:under cover for 
their players, and many other cluba 
during the past two or three years 
have provided apecial facilities for 
he men to practise running with a 
view to quickenhig their paces, 

But neither Aston Villa nor the 
other leading teame of a former era 
acquired: their pace in ‘the game 
through their sprinting powers. 
That famous wing. formed . by 
Bache and Hall were very faat, but 
their pace» was due.to. the speed 
with which they controlled the ball 
and made it cover the ground, It 
was the other fellows who'had to 
be fast to keep up with it... . 

The craze in football ia still un- 
fortunately for speed. The season, 
however, has already provided a 
wonderful tribute to the elderly 
Player, and it has been proved that, 
so long as he has the obliity to 
think and act quickly, it does not 
matter a great deal if physically he 
has slowed down. .A football mind 
is still the greatest asset of the 
player, 44 ; 

‘When Tottenham Hotspur went 
‘to Birmingham, an old player con- 
nected with Aston Villa expressed 
astonishment that Grimsdell was to 
take part in the match. 

He shook his head and declared 
that the game had swept past the 
Tottenham captain and left him 
toiline’far in the rear. ° : 

‘At the finish of the game he wa 
probably ih some confusion as to 
what pace really meant, and it. 
might be something of a mystery 
why afast wing man like York had 
not been able to race Grimsdell off 
hie feet. There could not have been 
a. better example of how intelligent- 
play could negative running speed. . 


Craftsmanship. 


When Grimadell was restored ta 
the Tottenham team their position 
was a little anxious. In a few 


-weeks by his stéadying influence he 


kas brought them back to a side of 
marked nossibilities,. Much ‘.the 
same thing has happened at Bolton: 
The revival of the Wanderers did 
not begin until Vizard was able to 
reappear at outside left: . 

With very few. exceptions there 
is at least one veteran in every 
team of note at the present time.

severe, they are-able. to . succeed 
through ‘their craftsmanship. 

Success in football cannot be 
achieved without method and the 
team who are ‘content to kick and 
run hard, will never succeed. What 
are called “first-time” methods are 
futile. The-man who kicks the ball 
as it comes to him without trying 
seriously to place it must be lucky 
if he is to keep it from an op- 
ponent, et : 

The great weakness, of modern 
football is that too miany teams at- 
tempt to succeed not so much 
through their own skill as through 
the mistakes-of their opponents, 

This is not so marked in the First 
Division of the League as in the 
other sections, and it accounts for 
the fact that the promoted: side have 
usually a great deal of. difficulty in
